Inaugural  Address  of 

HON.  CHARLES  M.  DALE,  Mayor 

Jan.  1,  1927 


Members  of  the  City  Council,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

One  year  ago  I  stood  in  this  chamber  and  pledged  to  the 
people  of  this  city  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of 
the  high  office  to  which  you  had  elected  me. 

A  year  has  passed,  and  for  this  renewed  expression  of 
your  confidence  and  good  will  I  warmly  thank  the  generous 
people  of  Portsmouth.  Public  service  has  its  trials,  diffi- 
culties and  discouragements,  but  far  greater  is  the  compen- 
sation of  your  loyal  support  and  friendship.  Offices  are 
ended  and  they  fade  away,  but  friendship  and  the  esteem  in 
which  men  hold  each  other  remain  forever.  The  only  ade- 
quate acknowledgment  of  your  continued  favor  is  to  serve 
you  even  more  faithfully  and  efficiently,  and  for  myself  and 
m  yassociates  in  the  City  Government  I  give  assurance  of 
an  earnest  effort  to  manage  municipal  business  w'ith  all  pos- 
sible efficiency  and  economy  and  to  maintain  the  honor  and 
prestige  of  the  city. 

The  proposal  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to  abandon 
a  portion  of  its  Eastern  Division  and  to  discontinue  through 
service  over  that  Division  threatens  the  industrial  life  of 
our  City  and  its  Navy  Yard.  Action  of  the  Railroad  would 
indicate  that  it  also  contemplated  the  abandonment  of  the 
Portsmouth  and  Concord  Branch.  The  continuance  of  these 
lines  is  essential  to  the  future  development  and  progress  of 
Portsmouth  and  must  be  supported  to  the  utmost.  During 
the  past  year  the  City  Government  has  provided  funds  to 
contest  the  proposed  action  of  the  Railroad.  It  is  probable 
that  additional  funds  will  be  necessary  and  this  assistance 
should  be  given  promptly. 

During  the  past  year  a  concrete    highway    to    Atlantic 
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Jleights  has  been  constructed  and  Dennett  Street  has  been 
paved.  Thornton  and  Park  Streets  have  been  improved  and 
the  highway  to  New  Castle  has  been  freed  from  tolls.  An 
addition  to  the  Atlantic  Heights  School  has  been  built.  Ad- 
ditional equipment  has  been  provided  for  our  schools  and 
their  teaching  staff  increased.  A  brick  garage  and  new  mo- 
tor equipment  has  been  supplied  to  the  Police  Department. 
An  additional  pump  for  the  Fire  Department  has  been  pro- 
vided without  the  issuance  of  notes  and  the  salaries  of  our 
permanent  firemen  and  board  of  engineers  have  been  in- 
creased. It  is  a  matter  of  personal  pride  that  the  financial 
condition  of  the  City  is  substantially  the  same  today  as  it 
v^as  a  year  ago. 

From  our  educational  institutions  come  our  citizens  of 
tomorrow,  permeated  with  a  sense  of  public  spirit  and  in- 
formed with  a  note  of  hopefulness  and  an  old  fashioned  be- 
lief in  the  mission  of  the  Republic.  In  our  future  citizens 
we  make  our  best  investment.  On  behalf  of  our  schools,  I 
bespeak  liberal  and  generous  treatment  that  they  may  pro- 
duce more  abundantly  and  scatter  more  widely. 

I  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  zoning  ordinance  that 
the  residential  sections  of  the  City  may  be  adequately  pro- 
tected. The  encouragement  of  business  does  not  require 
that  the  value  of  the  homes  of  our  citizens  should  be  de- 
stroyed by  gasoline  filling  stations  and  billboardsfl  Much 
of  the  beauty  of  our  City  is  dependent  on  the  stately  trees 
that  line  our  highways.  Their  preservation  and  replace- 
ment require  your  serious  attention. 

The  Fire  Department  is  well  equipped  and  under  its  Chief 
has  performed  service  deserving  of  the  highest  commenda- 
tion. I  recommend,  however,  the  reorganization  of  the  per- 
sonnel of  this  department.  I  believe  that  we  may  provide 
increased  protection  without  greatly  increased  expenditure 
by  increasing  the  number  of  permanent  firemen  and  reor- 
ganizing the  companies.  An  age  limit  for  service  in  this  de- 
partment should  be  fixed  and  provision  should  be  made  for 
retirement. 

The  public  work  of  the  City  must  be  performed  faithfully 
and  efficiently.     The  new  residential  sections  of  the  City 
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should  be  improved  by  better  streets.  Every  encourage- 
ment should  be  given  to  the  builders  of  homes.  An  addi- 
tional water  main  from  the  Sherburne  Station  should  be 
provided  that  an  adequate  and  continuous  supply  of  water 
to  the  City  may  be  assured. 

Business  will  have  the  full  support  and  encouragement 
of  this  administration.  Established  manufacturing  plants 
should  be  encouraged  by  fair  and  generous  co-operation 
and  new  enterprises  welcomed. 

Taxes  should  be  reduced  insofar  as  this  can  be  done  con- 
sistently with  the  progress  and  welfare  of  the  City. 

For  the  needy  of  the  City  I  bespeak  the  generous  inter- 
est of  the  community  and  the  utmost  efforts  of  the  City 
Government. 

A  city  government  is  organized  to  promote  the  public  wel- 
fare, to  maintain  order,  to  safeguard  life  and  property  and 
to  make  possible  through  community  effort  and  orderly  de- 
velopment the  advantages  of  education,  communication, 
and  neighborly  intercourse  so  essential  in  an  advancing  civ- 
ilization. 

For  effective  results  there  must  be  co-operation  between 
the  city  government  and  the  citizen.  City  Hall  is  not  Ports- 
mouth. The  administrative  machinery  is  not  the  City. 
Portsmouth  is  shop  and  store  ^nd  factory;  is  school  and 
church.  Portsmouth  is  the  men  and  women  and  children  in 
our  homes. 

Your  City  Government  is  your  means  of  obtaining  a 
wider,  fuller  life,  and  a  civic  development  which  will  fitting- 
ly express  your  desires,  your  hopes,  your  aspirations.  To 
this  service  of  the  people,  to  this  service  of  our  City,  I 
pledge  the  best  efforts  of  your  municipal  officers  and  to 
this  service  I  invite  the  earnest  co-operation  of  all  our  citi- 
zens. 
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Inaugural  Address  of 

HON.  FERNANDO  W.  HARTFORD 

Mayor 


Your  Honor,  members  of  the  City  Council,  Ladies  and  Gen- 
tlemen: 

I  am  stepping  out  of  the  regular  order  that  has  been  in 
vogue  here  for  many  years  inasmuch  as  I  haven't  any  pre- 
pared address.  As  Mayor  of  the  City  for  two  terms,  com- 
ing into  the  office  unacquainted  so  to  speak,  I  thought  up- 
on taking  the  office  that  the  Mayor  was  endowed  with  great 
powers  lor  administration.  That  I  found  to  be  a  myth;  so 
far  as  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Portsmouth  goes  the  May- 
or has  very  little  authority  as  you  know.  Consequently 
what  I  would  like  to  do  and  accomplish  as  a  business  ad- 
ministrator is  so  checked  and  so  restrained  that  no  matter 
what  great  ability  one  might  possess  to  do  for  his  fellow 
citizens  and  taxpayers  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire have  come  in  here  to  this  community  and  placed 
those  powers  in  the  hands  of  other  Boards  and  other  offic- 
ials, and  it  is  well  that  the  tax  payer  and  citizen  understood 
that  thoroughly. 

There  are  many  things  that  could  be  done  here  in  the 
way  of  improvement  and  in  saying  that  I  don't  want  to 
criticise  the  administration  of  departments,  but  we  have 
outlived  some  of  the  laws  laid  down  for  the  government  of 
this  community  and  so  I  am  going  to  endeavor  to  point  out 
to  you  some  things  that  I  think  we  might,  in  spite  of  the 
way  our  hands  are  tied,  accomplish  certain  desired  results. 
First,  we  have  control  over  the  preparation  of  the  budget 
that  the  various  departments  have  to  expend.  We  certain- 
ly have  power  there  to  administer  as  we  see  the  demands 
come  from  the  various  departments  of  the  City  and  that 
they  are  just  and  fair  to  the  tax  payers  of  the  community. 
We  can  hold  the  purse  strings  to  such  an  extent  that  we  can 
keep  within  reasonable  bounds  the  expenditures  here  in 
this  city  of  13,452  people  as  being  in  keeping  with  a  com- 
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munity  of  that  size,  and  I  don't  wish  to  be  understood  as 
recommending  any  great  curtailment  that  would  deprive  our 
people  of  the  very  best  of  everything  that  has  to  do  with  the 
proper  equipment  of  the  Departments  of  this  city  but  I  do 
say  and  I  believe  that  with  a  proper  business  study  of  the 
Departments  that  the  citizens  can  get  100  per  cent  on  every 
dollar  expended.     That  the  overhead  can  be  reduced,  and  if 
I  had  the  power  personally  and  without  any  desire  to  injure 
any  individual,  I  would  cut  down  the  overhead  in  this  build- 
ing because  I  believe  that  there  are  upon  the  payrolls  of 
this  city,  men  drawing  salaries,  that  do  not  earn  them;  that 
there  are  positions  here  that  we  fill  that  could  be  merged 
with  others  and  entirely  dispensed  with,  and  I  don't  say  this 
in  any  desire  to  attack  anyone  or  any  policy,  but  we  have 
gone  along  at  a  pace  in  an  expansion  here  that  has  made 
certain  positions  at  City  Hall  antiquated  and  unnecessary. 
No  member  of  this  Council,  no  business  man  of  this  com- 
munity would  administer  the  affairs  of  his  own  in  a  way 
that  the  affairs  of  some  other  concerns  or  institutions  are 
cared  for.     I  do  not  possess  that  power,  and  it  will  be  up 
to  you  to  make  a  study  of  the  business  conditions  of  this 
City  and  of  the  various  departments  and  then  if  you  find 
that  positions  are  unnecessary  it  will  be  a  very  easy  matter 
not  to  elect  and  then  change  the  City  Ordinances,  that  other 
City  Governments   coming  into  power  will   have   the   way 
made  clear. 

One  of  the  greatest  assets  to  any  community  is  co-opera- 
tion and  I  hope  on  this  beautiful  second  day  of  January. 
1928,  that  we  are  going  to  step  in  Line  here  in  Portsmouth 
and  that  we  are  going  to  obliterate  the  feeling  that  has  been 
stirred  up  here  at  various  times  and  that  we  now  have  a 
unified  community,  politically  and  in  other  ways,  that  we 
are  going  to  forget,  that  we  are  going  to  look  back  upon  the 
history  of  Portsmouth  so  rich  in  everything  that  stands  for 
right  and  justice  and  that  we  are  going  to  head  forward  in 
the  effort  to  place  Portsmouth  where  it  rightfully  belongs, 
a  much  busier  and  a  much  better  community  and  I  don't  say 
that  we  have  a  community  that  will  not  compare  favorably 
with  any  community  in  New  England  or  in  the  United 
States  so  far  as  that  goes,  but  that  we  can  make  it  so  much 
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better  with  the  fullest  kind  of  co-operation,  feeling  and  con- 
tact in  the  affairs  of  the  community  the  same  way  as  you 
endeavor  to  treat  your  neighbor  in  all  fairness,  giving  him 
the  same  rights  that  you  have.  That's  the  spirit  that  I  mean, 
that  spirit  of  friendliness,  that  spirit  of  justice  and  fair  play. 
We  are  to  be  the  leaders  here  for  a  year  at  least  in  that 
work  and  I  hope  that  when  December  31st,  1928,  comes, 
that  the  people  here  can  say  to  us,  "Well  done,  my  good  and 
faithful  servants," 

It  is  well  known  that  for  some  time  that  I  endeavored,  so 
far  as  was  in  my  power  and  in  the  influence  that  I  possess, 
to  bring  about  a  non-partisan  City  Government  in  Ports- 
mouth, believing  that  in  the  elimination  of  politics  in  busi- 
ness that  we  were  making  and  would  make  the  first  great 
step  forward  in  building  a  larger  and  more  prosperous  com- 
munity. That  failed.  And  yet  it  has  rebounded  here  and 
there  ever  since  that  a  mistake  was  male,  but  one  thing,  my 
friends  and  my  fellow  workers,  we  can  do,  that  we  can,  so 
far  as  it  is  within  our  power,  not  to  permit  politics  or  any- 
thing else  to  interfere  with  our  judgment  in  carrying  on 
here  for  this  year. 

The  one  great  outstanding  branch  of  City  Government 
here  is  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  It  has  to  do  with  about 
everything  in  the  way  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  Ports- 
mouth, It  has  had  many  able  men  in  charge,  men  of  the 
highest  business  integrity  and  it  has  today,  but  I  want  to  go 
on  record  as  saying,  and  as  favoring  many  changes  when 
the  time  comes  in  the  way  of  revismg  our  charter  to  make 
that  Department  much  more  efficient.  There  has  been,  as 
you  know,  dated  back,  no  difference  in  any  year,  but  dat- 
ing back  from  its  early  history,  mistakes  in  introducing  in 
the  physical  property  of  the  City  material  equipment  that 
was  not  in  line  for  installation  in  a  plant  that  we  have  here. 
So  much  for  that.  That  has  gone  by,  but  we  can  accomplish 
with  our  present  powers,  that  no  waste  in  the  way  of  new 
installation  is  made  without  a  proper  study.  You  as  men 
of  business  experience  and  many  citizens  within  hearing  of 
my  voice  know,  as  you  know  your  own  affairs,  that  we  need 
an  engineer  more  than  any  one  thing  in  this  community;

that  what  we  do  in  all  these  Departments  can  be  done  for 
all  time  and  that  wonderful  asset  we  have  here,  the  Water 
Department,  should  be  paying  back  to  the  tax  payer,  to  my 
mind,  a  very  large  revenue  that  could  be  applied  to  the  uses 
of  other  Departments.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  according 
to  the  records  of  today  that  the  water  debt  is  in  all  sense 
wiped  out;  there  is  in  the  sinking  fund  the  money  to  retire 
the  last  bond  due  from  that  Department  and  out  of  a  gross 
revenue  of  Ninety-two  Thousand  Dollars  $92,000.00),  I 
dare  say  that  there  isn't  a  live  business  men  in  this  com- 
munity that  was  handed  over  $92,000.00  from  the  Water 
Department  of  this  City  that  wouldn't  declare  a  dividend 
that  would  astound  the  stockholders.  Why  do  people 
throughout  the  land  object  to  the  ownership  of  municipal 
properties  by  the  cities  and  by  the  towns?  Why  do  they 
herald  from  one  end  of  the  country  that  there  have  been 
failures?  There  is  no  need  of  it.  Any  business  man  of 
standing  can  take  that  Department  and  pay  back  handsome 
returns  now  to  the  City  and  I  am  in  hopes,  and  I  know  that 
we  have  three  men  there  of  integrity  that  will  carry  on  and 
that  we  may  realize  what  I  have  just  said,  come  about,  so 
that  in  this  way  there  will  come  a  relief  upon  the  overbur- 
dened tax  payer  that  we  have  here  today. 

I  made  reference  to  taxes.  If  there  is  any  one  thing  that 
is  retarding  the  growth  of  New  England  and  industries  of 
New  England  that  we  hear  so  much  about,  it  is  because  of 
taxes.  I  remember  when  I  was  twenty-one  years  of  age 
sitting  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council  in  this  city,  paying 
only  a  poll  tax,  that  when  a  request  came  in  for  funds,  little 
acquainted  at  that  time  with  business  and  affairs  in  general, 
it  was  no  strain  upon  my  conscience  or  upon  my  heart  to 
vote  "yes"  regardless  of  the  call,  and  gentlemen,  that  was 
hack  in  the  old  days  when  politics  was  played,  and  was  su- 
preme in  the  affairs  of  this  City;  but  I  have  learned  like  ev- 
ery other  man  that  has  gone  through  these  experiences, 
that  the  tax  question  is  one  of  the  most  vital  concerns  of  a 
community.  We  are  endeavoring  here  to  build  up  a  great 
industry  over  at  Atlantic  Heights  and  we  are  also  endeav- 
ing  to  perpetuate  the  shoe  industry  and  build  that  up  and 
endeavoring  also  at  the  Morley  Button  Company  to  intro- 
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duce  new  ideas  that  will  insure  the  continuance  of  that  in- 
dustry, and  so  I  say  to  you  that  the  matter  of  taxes  is  all  im- 
portant. It  is  important  to  the  business  men  of  this  com- 
munity and  I  say  so  far  as  I  can  learn  and  understand,  that 
the  merchants  have  also  suffered  many  hardships  during 
the  pa'^t  few  years,  and  while  are  growing  here  in  the  num- 
ber of  stores  and  other  kinds  and  characters,  we  are  not 
keeping  pace  in  the  growth  of  the  people  in  numbers  to 
properly  support  them,  and  you,  my  friends,  understand 
that  the  merchants  and  property  owners  here  are  the  indi- 
viduals that  pay  for  what  we  have  in  the  way  of  every  kind 
and  character  of  service. 

We  w^ant  first  of  all.  to  make  this  city  the  neatest  and 
most  attractive  in  all  New  England  because  if  we  do  that 
we  are  going  to  lay  the  cornerstone  and  foundation  of  great- 
er business  of  a  growing  community  that  will,  to  my  mind, 
astound  the  people  here  in  the  way  it  will  produce  as  a  re- 
sult of  more  people  being  attracted  annually  to  spend  their 
summers  and  fall  season.  I  wish  everyone  in  Portsmouth 
would  spend  a  day  some  time  and  study  the  skyline  on  Mar- 
ket Square,  Vaughan  Street,  Market  Street,  Fleet  Street  and 
all  the  other  streets,  look  above  your  heads,  and  also  to 
study  the  foundation  under  your  feet  and  visualize  for  the 
moment  what  the  individual  from  the  Middle  States  and  the 
great  Empire  State  of  New  York  gains  in  the  way  of  im- 
pression when  he  motors  in  here,  and  when  he  has  been  told 
that  from  the  days  of  John  Paul  Jones  and  all  the  outstand- 
ing public  men  that  had  to  do  with  the  building  of  this  great 
country  and  raising  up  in  monuments  from  their  great 
deeds  that  were  consummated  here  upon  this  very  soil,  what 
is  their  impression?  What  can  it  be,  when  we  preach 
around  about  our  wonderful  homes,  our  historic  homes  I 
refer  to,  here  and  there  in  Portsmouth  that  we  take  the 
summer  visitors,  that  we  take  our  friends  every  day  to 
view?  Why  we  ought  to  have,  and  without  any  further  bur- 
den upon  the  tax  payers  here,  by  a  proper  conservation  of 
funds,  the  beauty  spot  of  the  entire  State  here,  and  situated 
about  the  South  Pond  Playgrounds.  Why  friends — and  I 
have  traveled  a  little  bit  in  my  life  time — there  is  a  wonder 
spot,  if  properly  built  and  beautified,  something  that  cannot 
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be  outdone  by  any  city  of  this  size,  and  we  could  pay  for  all 
these  improvements  without  any  bond  issue  or  any  issue  of 
notes,  by  simply  a  co-operative  movement  on  the  part  of 
the  people  to  so  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  city,  and  make 
it  possible.  If  we  did  that  it  would  attract  to  the  City  funds 
that  pour  into  various  other  communities  from  the  people 
that  have  gone  out  from  here  and  that  can  well  afford  to 
contribute  and  erect  a  monument  to  themselves  here,  and 
about  Portsmouth.  I  have  talked  to  many  men  that  have 
made  good  and  that  had  their  birth  here  in  Portsmouth,  and 
only  last  summer  I  talked  to  one  or  two,  and  they  think 
that  we  are  not  considerate  enough,  and  as  I  look  back  at 
the  public  men  that  have  offered  their  funds  for  this  and 
that  and  through  some  wrangle  in  the  City  Council,  they 
have  departed  to  other  fields  and  with  their  funds.  Many 
of  you,  of  course,  recall  what  I  refer  to.  I  would  like  to 
see  on  Market  Square,  and  it  is  a  wonderful  picture,  a  suit- 
able monument  that  in  its  scope  would  provide  for  all  pub- 
lic occasions,  something  that  we  could  have  a  band  concert 
there  in  the  summer  time — it  is  a  great  asset — that  space 
that  we  could  utilize,  and  with  permanent  construction  in 
and  around  the  playgrounds  something  to  be  everlasting, 
something  that  would  encourage  the  youth  of  this  com- 
munity to  spend  their  time  there,  thereby  providing  better 
physical  development  for  them  and  that,  my  friends,  are 
the  assets  of  this  or  any  other  community. 

The  Fire  Department  has  been  fully  equipped.  It  is  equal 
if  not  superior  to  any  Department  of  any  City  of  this  size, 
and  it  should  go  on  without  any  great  call  upon  the  com- 
munity for  additional  funds.  We  have  there  something 
permanent,  at  least  for  a  term  of  years,  and  it  has  been  to 
my  mind,  efficiently  handled,  so  in  the  years  to  come  I 
hope  that  Department  will  go  through  as  it  always  has,  giv- 
ing an  excellent  account  of  itself  to  the  people.  Portsmouth 
has  never  done  anything  half  way,  so  it  has  gone  the  en- 
tire way  of  providing  the  citizens  the  very  best  protection  in 
case  of  fire. 

Our  Police  Department,  which  we  have  no  control  over, 
excepting  to  provide  funds  for  its  maintenance,  has  per- 
formed a  duty  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  people  and  it  has 
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g^iven  a  touch  of  courtesy  and  gentlemanly  conduct  to  all 
visitors  here  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  way  of  traffic  of 
ficers  who  have  welcomed  and  received  the  thousands  of 
people  that  have  come  within  our  gates.  If  it  was  in  our 
power,  I  would  recommend  that  as  a  relief  to  the  men  that 
stand  there  on  traffic  duty  all  these  hours,  that  we  should 
have  installed,  as  a  saving,  a  standard  automatic  signal  sys- 
tem. Not  a  piece  of  this  apparatus  or  that  kind  of  an  ap- 
paratus, but  something  that  is  in  keeping  with  the  proper 
regard  to  the  safety  of  the  pedestrian.  There  are  periods 
i?i  the  summer  that  when  no  section  of  New  England  is 
called  upon  to  give  greater  care  to  handling  traffic  than  this 
little  City  of  ours,  and  I  can  see  in  m.y  mind  those  signals 
that  handle  the  traffic  in  many,  in  fact,  in  most  any  city  of 
any  size  in  the  country,  if  they  were  installed  on  Islington 
and  Congress  and  on  State  Streets  and  Middle  Street,  we 
would  have  something  ideal  and  the  children  would  learn 
and  be  educated  in  what  is  becoming  one  of  our  greatest 
problems  today,  the  proper  safeguarding  of  the  people  in 
these  days  of  tremendous  crush,  all  brought  about  by  this 
modern  transportation. 

We  receive  in  Portsmouth  every  year,  and  covering  a 
period  of  years,  what  we  term  our  own  citizens.  They  are 
a  success  in  business  and  in  every  line,  because  they  give 
careful  attention  to  whatever  they  attempt  to  do,  and  hours 
or  unions  do  not  interfere  with  the  time  they  take  to  per- 
form this  or  that  duty;  but  there  is  one  thing  we  can  en- 
courage, we  can  bring  to  their  attention,  and  I  don't  say 
this  in  criticism,  because  I  am  speaking  of  the  newcomer. 
That  pride  in  the  community  is  one  of  our  assets  and  that 
rules  as  to  the  erection  of  this  or  that  kind  of  property,  is 
held  down  strictly  by  law,  and  that  there  is  no  power  in 
the  community  that  can  remove  those  restrictions  andwhen 
those  laws  and  rules  are  carried  out  to  the  letter  and  they 
are  not  allowed  to  be  violated,  then  we  will  have  a  greater 
respect  and  a  greater  co-operation  from  the  people. 

The  Public  Library,  standing  as  it  does  in  that  beautiful 
spot  there  and  with  its  architecture  dating  back  a  great 
many  years,  designed  by  Bulfinch,  is  a  source  of  pride  to  the 
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community  and  attracts  a  great  deal  of  attention.  I  wish 
our  people  here  collectively  and  individually  would  take  a 
greater  interest  in  that  and  that  we  could  help  make  this  of 
more  service  there  is  an  opportunity  there  for  personal  ef- 
fort to  make  it  what  it  should  be,  to  expand  it.  It  would  be 
a  creditable  performance  for  anyone. 

Our  schools,  to  my  mind,  don't  need  anything  from  me 
in  the  way  of  praise.  There  is  one  thing  that  Portsmouth 
has  done  dating  back  many  years — its  great  interest  in  its 
schools,  and  y\e  have  carried  on  in  a  perhaps,  I  might  say, 
as  some  people  have  said,  with  an  altogether  too  great  an 
expenditure  of  funds  considering  the  size  of  our  city.  I 
know  people  charge  that,  but  personally  I  think  we  are 
getting  dollar  for  dollar  and  a  dividend  because  the  real 
foundation  of  everything  that  is  good  for  the  coming  gen- 
eration is  instilled  in  the  mind  of  the  youth  in  our  schools 
and  certainly  we  as  citizens  can  do  no  less  than  to  give 
these  youngsters  the  very  best  that  we  can  and  so  we  have 
here  to  our  credit,  and  to  the  credit  of  every  tax  payer,  built 
up  physical  properties  and  also  intellectual  properties  that 
will  compare  favorably  with  the  schools  in  any  community 
and  we  can  take  pride  in  pointing  out  these  new  buildings 
that  are  dotted  here  and  there,  and  I  don't  know  of  any 
greater  satisfaction  that  came  to  me  during  my  connection 
here  some  years  ago  than  being  able  to  see  to  it  that  we 
gave  the  Haven  School  that  necessary  annex  and  extension, 
and  the  same  to  the  Farragut  and  the  playground.  It  was 
our  duty,  and  so  we  have  had  criticisms  of  the  City  Council 
because  people  that  arrive  in  the  mature  age  and  leave  the 
sunshine  of  life  and  especially  those  that  do  not  know  the 
love  of  children. 

I  hope  that  during  this  year,  and  I  make  no  promise  that 
we  can  bring  about  through  advocation  the  appointment  of 
some  sort  of  a  non-partisan  committee  in  this  City  that  will 
study  our  needs  in  the  way  of  administrative  body  and  will 
go  to  the  legislature  and  give  us  a  charter  that  will  forever 
seal  and  put  away  the  seeds  of  discontent  that  are  bound  to 
exist  where  politics  plays  the  principal  role.  What  we  need, 
tc  my  mind,  is  a  charter  that  will  place  here  in  the  City 
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Hall  men,  not  in  too  great  numbers,  with  a  Mayor  with 
some  power,  the  same  as  the  City  of  Gloucester  and  other 
cities,  that  can  do  for  the  community,  that  can  act  for  the 
community  in  a  way  that  the  people  will  understand  thor- 
oughly, that  the  rule  by  and  for  the  people  is  a  reality. 

I  am  in  hopes  that  the  coming  year  is  going  to  see  great- 
er prosperity  and  industry,  that  all  our  men  here  that  need 
employment,  and  there  are  men  out  of  employment  and 
personally  I  feel  that  every  man  of  sound  mind  and  physical 
ability  is  due  him  under  some  law  or  rule  in  the  way  of 
creating  demand  that  men  of  honesty  and  ability  are  entitled 
to  work  and  to  have  work  that  he  may  care  for  his  family 
and  his  relatives.  That's  the  ideal  that  we  hope  for  as  Am- 
ericans, and  should  live  to  accomplish.  That  is  the  ideal 
that  will  inspire,  to  my  mind,  people  throughout  the  world. 
That  is  the  one  great  retarder  in  every  community.  Oh, 
how  it  does  touch  the  heart  when  a  man  comes  in  that  you 
know  is  honest  and  seeking  work  and  what  a  great  thing 
it  is  for  those  that  can  afford,  that  can  render  relief,  and 
what  a  great  thing  it  will  be  for  the  community  when  that 
day  comes  and  I  believe  that  through  the  proper  co-opera- 
tion and  effort  that  this  Navy  Yard  of  ours  could  be  so  man- 
aged and  directed  that  at  the  Christmas-tide  every  year 
since  I  can  remember  hundreds  of  men  would  not  be  turned 
into  the  street  and  out  of  work.  What  a  Christmas  present! 
And  what  a  New  Year's  greeting! 

I  ought  to  say  a  word  about  our  future  here  and  what  are 
the  obstacles  for  our  progress.  You  know  that  some  of  us 
in  the  community  have  been  working  and  we  have  been  do- 
ing a  real  job  I  think,  in  the  way  of  preventing  the  interfer- 
ence of  our  growth  through  any  contraction  or  interference 
with  the  operation  of  our  railroads.  That  has  given  some  of 
the  people  here  great  concern.  It  was  so  vital,  I  don't  feel 
that  I  can  say  that  the  sky  has  cleared  and  the  obstacles  re- 
moved, but  I  do  feel  that  in  the  election  of  Mr.  George 
Hannauer  as  President  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  that  we  have 
a  man  of  wide  vision,  a  man  of  great  executive  ability,  a 
man  who  has  studied  New  England  and  he  has  looked  about 
our  own  section  and  I  feel  this,  that  as  he  toured  over  the 
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rails  from  Boston  along  the  beautiful  coast  line  and  reach- 
ed the  Hamptons  and  looked  out  of  the  car  windows  and 
into  Portsmouth  and  over  across  the  river  and  with  a  view 
of  the  Navy  Yard  and  up-river  in  all  its  attractiveness,  and 
then  sailed  on  to  Portland  and  took  his  watch  out  and  found 
that  he  had  travelled  on  the  Pine  Tree  Limited  a  distance 
of  seven  miles  shorter  than  the  Western  route,  that  as  a 
man  of  vision  and  grown  in  the  West  and  spent  his  life  in 
and  about  Chicago  that  he  must  have  said  to  himself,  "This 
threat  against  the  service  that  should  be  rendered  to  that 
wonderful  country  is  all  mistaken."     Railroads  are  not  giv- 
ing up  shorter  routes  for  longer  ones  and  we  don't  wish 
any  harm  to  the  citizens  along  the  Western  route,  we  wish 
them  every  success,  but  our  success  here  is  of  as  much  val- 
ue to  our  sister  cities  as  their  own.     What  is  the  success  of 
Portsmouth  is  also  the  success  of  Dover  and  Newburyport 
and  Haverhill  and  what  is  the  success  of  our  metropolis  of 
the  state,  Manchester,  is  also  spread  throughout  the  state, 
and  so  I  feel  from  my  contacts  that  we  are  going  to  win 
that  battle  and  that  the  rails  are  going  to  stay  where  they 
are.     It  would  be  a  terrible  blow  to  our  Navy  Yard,  and 
whether  we  term  it  Navy  Yard  or  industrial  plant,  either 
Navy  Yard  or  that  industry  over  there,  will  be  going  in  a 
greater  way  after  we  are  all  gone  than  it  is  today.     There  is 
much  that  could  be  done  here,  but  we  suffer  for  men  of 
great  courage  and  greater  financial  ability.     We  used  to 
possess  that  asset  and  you  know  it  from  your  older  ones 
that  when  Portsmouth  went  out   for  things   she   brought 
them  home.    But  we  have  such  a  struggle  to  interest  people 
in  these  days  of  jazz  and  pleasure  seeking.     We  have  such 
a  difficulty  to  bring  the  people  to  fully  realize  that  should 
some  of  these  projects  be  carried  out  they  would  be  seeking 
homes  elsewhere. 

I  have  some  financial  figures,  but  I  am  not  going  to  tire 
you  any  longer.  I  should  like  to  and  I  will  lay  them  before 
you,  from  a  brief  study  that  I  have  made  of  our  financial 
standing,  and  in  closing  with  a  wish  that  what  I  have  ever 
said,  and  what  I  have  said  here  today,  is  not  in  any  spirit 
to  attack.  I  am  deeply  interested  in  Portsmouth,  I  am 
giving  my  time  to  it  and  I  have  given  much,  but  in  closing 
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I  want  to  say  and  pay  this  compliment  to  Mayor  Dale  that 
we  can  say  in  all  honesty,  "Well  done.  Yon  have  fulfilled 
the  offices  entrusted  to  you  with  credit  to  yourself  and 
the  community."  Gouncilmen  have  been  criticised.  To  my 
mind  unjust  criticism  of  our  councilmen  is  a  mistake,  and 
as  a  result  it  is  hard  to  get  men  to  come  here  and  serve 
because  of  the  fear  of  being  criticised  unjustly.  You  know 
all  good  men  are  human:  they  like  to  receive  some  praise, 
and  not  all  criticism.  We  are  all  liable  to  make  mistakes, 
every  man  makes  mistakes,  but  no  man,  to  my  mind,  has 
come  here,  not  in  recent  years,  but  with  one  desire,  to  ren- 
der service  and  render  it  without  any  remuneration  from 
the  tax  payer.  So  let  us  go  out  with  this  great  and  one  de- 
sire to  do  by  the  men  that  serve  us  and  to  deal  fairly  and 
justly  with  them.  One  of  the  finest  sounds  to  the  ears  of 
any  individual,  great  or  small,  and  many  say  they  don't  care 
for  it,  but  they  do,  food  for  man  or  beast  is  a  kind  word.  I 
thank  you.

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Abstract  from  an  Act  to  Amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Portcmouth, 
Sections  25   to   29    Inclusive 


Sect.  25.  The  city  auditor  sliall  keep  a  record  of  the  general  financial 
coifdition  of  the  city,  of  the  amounts  appropriated  for  each  branch, 
board  or  department  thereof,  and  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
each  branch,  board  or  department.  He  shall  twice  in  each  year,  and 
oftener,  if  necessary,  audit  the  accounts  of  all  city  officials,  commis- 
sions and  boards  who  receive,  handle  or  expend  any  moneys  of  the 
city,  and  shall  report  thereon  to  the  city  council  twice  in  each  year, 
and  oftener  if  required.  The  city  auditor  shall  give  his  entire  time  to 
the  duties  of  the  office. 

Sect.  26.  No  bill  against  the  city  shall  be  ordered  paid  by  the  city 
council,  or  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  until  the  auditor  shall  have  ap- 
proved the  same  and  certified  to  said  city  council  whether  or  not  said 
bill  was  lawfully  contracted;  whether  or  not  it  is  for  goods  or  materials, 
the  prices  charged  are  reasonable,  also  whether  or  not  the  goods  were 
actually  received  by  the  city,  and  whether  such  bill  is  in  favor  of  a  per- 
son or  party  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  a,re  now  or  may 
herafter  be  required  by  ordinance  or  by  the  city  council. 

Sect.  27.  If  the  auditor  shall  knowingly  make  any  false  certification 
in  any  case  provided  for  in  Section  33,  or  shall  approve  any  bill  when 
the  appropriation  from  which  the  same  should  be  paid  is  exhausted,  he 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months,  or  both. 

Sect.  28.  If  the  treasurer  shall  pay  any  money  from  the  city  treas- 
ury, except  an  order  of  the  city  council  after  approval  by  the  auditor, 
which  order  of  the  city  council  shall  be  certified  to  by  the  mayor,  he 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months  or  both,  and  he  shall  be  personally  bound  to  refund 
to  the  city  any  sum  so  paid. 

Sect.  29.  If  any  officer,  board  or  commission  or  member  thereof,  of 
said  city,  excepting  the  board  of  police  commissioners,  having  authority 
to  make  contracts  or  expend  money  in  behalf  of  the  city  shall,  by  mak- 
ing any  contract,  purchasing  any  goods  or  employing  any  labor,  or 
otherwise,  undertake  to  make  the  city  liable  for  any  amount  in  excess 
of  the  funds  available  therefor  from  income  or  appropriation,  said  offi- 
cer, board  or  commission,  or  member  thereof  shall  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  city  council  after  due  hearing.

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Report  of  Board  of  Public  Works 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Council, 

Portsmouth,  N.  H. 

Gentlemen: 

We  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Highway 
Division  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  year  1927. 

Maintenance  and  Repairs 

STREETS 

The  usual  amount  of  work,  consisting  of  grading,  reshaping  and 
patching  holes  has  been  necessary  to  perform  during  the  year.  Many 
streets  need  miscellaneous  minor  repairs,  but  as  a  whole  they  are  in  as 
good  condition  as  possible  with  the  funds  available  during  the  year. 

ASHES 

Ash  collections  were  made  every  day  in  the  year  except  Sundays  and 
Holidays.  The  City  is  divided  into  various  routes  and  each  route  was 
collected  once  a  week.  The  ashes  have  been  used  in  many  cases  to 
grade  private  property  and  also  hauled  to  the  City  dumps. 

SNOW 

Between  January  1,  1927  and  the  Spring  a  large  amount  of  snow  fell. 
It  was  necessary  as  usual  to  haul  away  the  snow  from  the  main  streets 
and  side  streets  of  the  business  section.  All  of  the  equipment  which  in- 
cluded two  tractors  with  plows,  one  truck  with  plow  and  sidewalk  plows 
were  in  use  when  necessary.  Also  several  teams  were  hired  to  haul 
away  snow.  In  cases  of  large  storms,  night  crews  were  employed  to 
expedite  the  snow  removal  in  the  business  section. 

This  department  was  handicapped  during  one  storm  by  trouble  with 
one  tractor.     Repairs  were  made  and  the  tractor  is  ready  for  use. 

Practically  no  snow  came  during  the  fall  and  winter  up  to  December 
31,  1927,  but  all  equipments  including  the  new  3%  ton  truck  is  available 
and  in  order  to  care  for  the  snow  duinng  the  coming  year. 

SANDING  SIDEWALKS 

Sidewalks  were  sanded  as  necessary  during  the  year  and  sand  was 
hauled  to  the  City  Yard  for  use  during  winter  of  1927-1928.  The  ex- 
pense under  this  class  of  work  was  very  small  compai'ed  with  other 
years  when  there  was  more  snow  and  ice. 
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REPAIRING   PAVING 

Under  this  item  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  considerable  work, 
but  not  as  much  as  needed.  The  various  holes  in  the  pavement  were 
patched  and  kept  patched  as  well  as  possible.  In  addition  the  car  tracks 
on  Islington  street  were  covered  with  asphalt,  between  Spinney  road 
and  Aldrich  road,  also  between  Pearl  street  and  the  Public  Library.  The 
covering  made  a  great  improvement  and  provision  should  be  made  to 
extend  the  work  during  the  coming  year. 

GARBAGE 

During  the  past  year,  about  1,500,000  pounds  of  garbage  was  coUectedr 
and  disposed  of  at  the  Incinerator.     The  labor  connected  with  this  class 
of  work  consisted  of  two  men  every  day  except  Sundays  and  Holidays. 
The  city  was  divided  into  routes  and  each  route  was  collected  once  a 
week. 

TREE  WORK 

It  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  to  remove  several  dead  trees  in 
various  parts  of  the  city.  Those  taken  down  had  become  very  danger- 
out  and  there  are  now  a  great  many  which  should  be  removed  but  were 
not  on  account  of  lack  of  funds. 

The  brown-tail  moths  were  removed  and  the  gypsy  moths  painted  by 
contract  with  Mr.  Eugene  Williams  for  $478.80. 

A  contract  was  executed  June  8,  1927  with  Mr.  Herman  E.  Parker  of 
this  city  for  spraying  all  trees  within  the  city  limits  and  was  per- 
formed at  a  cost  of  $785.70. 

FOUNTAINS 

The  fountains,  which  have  been  in  use  during  the  previous  years, 
have  been  open  and  in  use  during  this  year.  Several  new  bubblers  were 
purchased  and  installed  to  replace  those  worn  out  in  use. 

ROADS 

The  usual  amount  of  maintenance  work  has  been  performed  on  the 
roads  of  the  city.  As  in  the  past  a  large  amount  of  work  was  necessary 
in  the  spring  to  keep  them  open  and  drain  off  the  water,  also  filling  in 
with  cinders  or  gravel. 

Considerable  grading  has  been  done  on  the  Gosling  road  and  Peverly 
Hill  road.  Scraping  and  grading  was  done  on  Little  Harbor  road.  Most 
all  of  the  outside  roads  have  required  some  attention  and  they  would 
have  been  repaired  more  extensively  if  funds  had  been  available. 

OILING   ROADS 

It  has  been  possible  to  oil  practically  every  street  in  the  city  including 
Atlantic  Heights.  A  contract  for  the  oil  applied  was  awarded  to  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York.  The  employees  of  this  depart- 
ment hauled  and  spread  the  sand  over  the  oil.  All  work  including  ap- 
plying the  oil  was  under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Works  Superintend- 
ent. 
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BRIDGES 

The  principal  bridge  work  accomplished  has  bee  nthe  replanking  of 
the  bridge  on  Junkins  avenue.  The  entire  top  was  removed  and  now 
planking  laid  on  both  the  roadway  and  sidewalk  section.  It  was  neces- 
sary in  December  to  repair  the  surface  of  the  bridge  at  Noble's  Island. 
The  repairs  necessitated  considerable  new  material. 

Work  was  started  in  the  early  fall  on  reconditioning  the  New  Castle 
bridges.  In  accordance  with  the  legislature  act  of  freeing  the  bridge  of 
tolls,  it  placed  the  maintenance  cost  of  the  first  bridge  and  a  portion  of 
the  second  bridge  on  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  City  of  Ports- 
mouth, and  the  charges  to  be  divided  equally.  The  act  also  placed  the 
maintenance  cost  of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  second  bridge  on  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.  As  this  work  has  progressed  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  State  Highway  Engineer  the  details  of  the  recon- 
ditioning are  not  available  in  this  department. 

TRAFFIC   LINES  AND   BEACONS 

The  various  traffic  signals  around  the  city  have  been  kept  in  condi- 
tion, also  police  traffic  stands  were  repaired  and  painted  for  summer 
usefl  The  traffic  lines  for  pedestrians  and  parking  autos  were  painted 
and  kept  painted  throughout  the  summer  season. 

SIDEWALKS 

During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  relay  a  large  number  of 
places  in  brick  sidewalks.  The  sections  had  sunk  in  and  became  very 
dangerous  for  pedestrians.  Many  gravel  sidewalks  were  graded  and 
leveled.  Only  the  worst  sidewalks  were  repaired  and  many  of  the  need- 
ed places  could  not  get  repaired. 

SEWERS 

The  sewers  in  the  city  have  given  the  usual  amount  of  trouble  as 
previous  records  indicate.  The  main  sewers  have  required  considerable 
clearing  and  rpairing  and  many  private  sewers  have  been  cleared. 

MOTOR  EQUIPMENT 

Owing  to  the  age  and  condition  of  the  motor  equipment  in  this  de- 
partment several  changes  have  been  necessary.  The  Ford  sedan  for  use 
of  the  Superintendent  was  replaced  by  a  Studebaker  duplex-phaeton. 
The  Ford  sedan  came  to  a  point  of  continuous  repair  and  was  not  re- 
liable. The  two  small  Kelly-Springfield  trucks  purchased  at  the  time 
of  the  construction  of  the  approach  of  the  Memorial  Bridge  became 
worn  out  and  was  traded  toward  a  new  three  and  one-half  ton  White 
truck.  The  new  truck  was  purchased  from  funds  of  the  Water  Division. 
The  1926  model  White  truck  has  bee  noverhauled  and  now  its  condition 
as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  is  good  and  suitable  for  the  work  required 
of  it  during  the  winter. 

The  Ford  truck  used  by  the  foreman,  is  in  very  poor  condition.    It  is 


70 

a  1923  model,  has  been  in  continuous  use  since  the  purchase  and  in  a 
great  many  cases  is  overtaxed  in  the  work  it  is  required  to  accomplish. 
In  connection  with  the  tractors  the  5  ton  Holt  outfit  has  accomplished 
its  work  without  dela^,  and  excessive  cost.  The  Meade-Morrison  5  ton 
outfit  has  caused  considerable  trouble  during  the  early  part  of  1927.  It 
necessitated  the  purchase  of  several  new  parts  and  the  manufacturer 
furnished  some  parts  free  to  replace  parts  which  they  had  been  troubled 
with.  This  tractor  was  made  ready  and  is  still  ready  to  use  when  neces- 
sary. 

STATE    ROADS 

The  most  important  and  needed  improvement  in  this  class  of  work 
was  the  widening  of  a  pox'tion  of  Sagamore  avenue  from  near  the  resi- 
dence of  William  J.  Cater  to  the  Rye  boundry  line.  On  account  of  the 
discontinuance  of  the  Portsmouth  Electric  Railway,  the  car  tracks  were 
taken  up  at  the  expense  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Transportation  Com- 
pany, leaving  a  wide  unpaved  section.  The  section  graded  up  and  the 
asphalt  surface  extended  over  it,  making  about  a  twenty-four  foot 
paved  road  between  the  above  mentioned  points.  The  asphalt  paving, 
before  the  extension  was  very  narrow  and  necessary  for  motor  vehicles 
in  uassing  to  go  off  the  asphalt  and  kept  the  shoulders  toi'n  up. 

Lafayette  road  and  Dover  road  was  patched  as  necessary.  The  pav- 
ing on  Lafayette  road  has  worn  very  thin  and  the  edges  have  become 
brittle.  However  the  road  has  been  put  in  as  good  condition  as  possible 
with  the  funds  available. 

The  shoulders  on  all  state  roads  were  scraped  in  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year.  The  guard  rails  along  Lafayette  road  were  repaired 
and  painted.  With  the  large  amount  of  travel  on  the  road  and  the 
number  of  accidents  the  rails  have  become  damaged  in  some  places. 
The  brush  in  the  gutters  of  all  state  roads  has  been  cut  during  the  year. 

PARKS  AND   PLAYGROUNDS 

The  usual  care  was  taken  of  the  Parks.  Two  men  were  kept  busy 
during  the  summer  cutting  grass,  setting  out  and  caring  for  flowers  to 
replace  those  damaged  by  mischievous  persons.  The  baseball  and  foot- 
ball field  at  the  south  playgrounds  was  covered  with  loam  and  rolled. 
The  field  was  kept  in  good  condition  during  the  season.  The  tennis 
courts  were  kept  marked  and  in  condition  during  the  entire  season  and 
late  into  the  fall.  The  courts  were  in  constant  use  both  during  the  day 
and  late  in  the  evening. 

During  the  school  vacation,  Mr.  William  Randall  was  employed  as 
supervisor  of  the  boys,  also  Miss  Mary  V.  Mullen  as  supervisor  of  girls 
with  Miss  Mary  Pike  as  assistant.  Mr.  Phillip  Duffy  was  employed  to 
supervise  the  Pine  street  playgrounds.  All  the  supervisors  wei-e  inter- 
ested in  their  work  and  handled  their  duties  in  a  very  able  and  efficient 
manner. 
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New  Construction 

ALDRICH    ROAD 

An  asphg-lt  surface  was  installed  the  entore  length  of  Aldrich  road 
which  extends  from  Middle  to  Islington  streets.  It  was  necessary  to 
cut  down  part  of  the  hill,  which  lays  about  half  way,  and  grade  up 
other  portions. 

CUTTS  STREET  SEWER 

Owing  to  the  condition  of  sewer  drainage  from  the  section  of  the 
land  between  Cutts  street  and  Central  avenue,  a  new  twenty-four  inch 
sewer  was  installed  from  the  culvert  on  Cutts  street  across  the  land  of 
James  Rinalducci  also  the  land  of  W.  R.  Clark  to  the  tidewater.  The 
installation  eliminated  an  open  drainage  across  the  above  mentioned 
land. 

WARD   PARK 

The  triangular  lot  of  land  at  the  fork  of  Middle  road  and  Monroe 
street  as  far  as  Ward  Park  was  given  to  the  city  by  the  late  Thomas 
Ward.  It  was  plowed  up  and  leveled  off  and  loam  was  hauled.  It  was 
possible  to  grade  about  two-thirds  of  it  during  the  year.  The  remain- 
ing work  consists  of  completing  the  grading,  sewing  grass  seed,  erect- 
ing memorial  tablet,  and  installing  cement  curbing  and  gutter  if  funds 
become  available. 

PAVING  ON   VAUGHAN   STREET 

In  August,  1927,  a  new  surface  was  put  on  the  asphalt  paving  on 
Vaughan  street  from  Congress  to  Green  streets.  The  remaining  paving 
on  Vaughan  street  was  widened  nearly  to  Raynes  avenue.  The  widen- 
ing covered  the  part  of  the  street  formerly  used  for  car  tracks. 

SKATING    RINK 

During  the  past  few  years,  the  making,  maintaining  and  supervising 
of  the  Skating  Rink  on  the  playgrounds  was  performed  by  contract. 
This  year  the  City  Council  appropriated  the  usual  amount  of  $1,500.00 
to  this  department  and  assigned  the  work  here.  Mr.  John  Steele  was 
appointed  the  supervisor  and  his  duties  are  to  see  that  the  water  is  put 
on  when  necessary  to  make  ice  and  weather  permits,  keep  the  ice  clean 
and  to  supervise  the  rink.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  removing 
the  snow  after  the  storms.  The  first  skating  was  not  permissable  un- 
til about  December  23,  1927.  It  did  not  last  long  on  account  of  moder- 
ating weather. 

KENSINGTON   ROAD 

During  the  late  fall,  a  road  off  Lawrence  street  was  acquired  by  the 
city  and  given  the  name  of  Kensington  road.  The  principal  part  of 
building  and  the  small  amount  of  grading  was  performed  by  Mr.  Charles 
F.  Dodge  who  oi'iginally  owned  the  land.  Soon  after  the  street  was 
accepted  an  appropriation  of  $350.00  was  made  to  grade  it.  The  street 
grading  was  completed,  but  the  sidewalks  have  not  had  any  attention. 
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TREE  GUARDS 

With  the  donatio  nof  a  city  official  funds  were  provided  to  repair  and 
paint  the  guards  around  the  memorial  trees  at  the  Plains.  Several  new 
trees  were  planted  around  the  rea. 

GRANOLITHIC  SIDEWALKS 

During  the  past  year,  new  granolithic  sidewalks  were  installed  at 
nineteen  different  places  in  the  city.  The  sidewalks  were  laid  by  con- 
tract with  Everett  W.  Trefethen.  As  shown  in  the  following  list  the 
sidewalks  were  laid  at  a  total  cost  of  $5,310.50  of  which  $2,675.74  was 
the  cost  to  the  abutters  and  $2,675.76  was  the  cost  to  the  city.  The 
abutters  and  the  costs  are  as  follows;

Recom  mendations 

STREET  SIGNS 

One  of  the  most  important  items  which  should  receive  early  consid- 
eration is  the  matter  of  street  signs.  Undoubted,  it  is  not  even  no- 
ticeable to  the  majorit  yof  inhabitants  of  this  city,  but  it  is  a  great  ben- 
efit to  visitors  and  tourists  who  come  here  during  the  summer  monhs. 
Most  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  rarely  notice  whether  a  sign  is  on 
the  street  they  live,  or  ai^e  going,  because  they  are  familiar  with  the 
street  names,  taut  such  is  not  true  of  strangers.  Every  street  in  the 
city  needs  either  a  sign  insta'led  or  the  present  sign  made  clear. 
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INCINERATOR 

The  same  condition  now  exists  as  was  reported  in  the  annual  report 
for  1926,  relative  to  the  stack  at  the  Incinerator,  on  South  street.  It  has 
coi-roded  badly  and  should  be  scraped  and  repainted. 

The  arch  roof  of  the  incinerator  fire  box  has  been  badly  burned  and 
caused  the  roof  to  settle.  It  should  be  rebuilt  and  it  would  necessitate 
repairing  the  concrete  floor  over  the  fire  box  roof. 

WIRE    FENCES 

The  wire  fence  around  the  dump  on  South  street,  also  wire  fence  on 
both  sides  of  Junkins  avenue  and  fences  around  City  Yard  have  cor- 
roded and  need  painting  for  preservation. 

SAGAMORE   BRIDGE 

An  asphalt  surface  should  be  installed  on  Sagamore  Bridge.  The 
complete  bridge  is  now  in  good  condition  and  has  not  needed  any  at- 
tention during  the  year.  It  is  particularly  necessary  to  resurface  it  on 
account  of  the  section  used  by  car  tracks.  This  section  was  turned  over 
to  the  city  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Transportation  Co.  The  section  is 
bare  and  with  an  asphalt  surface  the  top  would  be  preserved  for  a  num- 
ber of  years. 

COVERING  CAR  TRACKS 

Provision  should  be  made  during  the  coming  year  to  put  an  asphalt 
surface  over  the  car  tracks  on  Middle  street,  Congress  street,  Market 
street  and  sections  of  Islington  street.  On  these  streets  the  car  tracks 
are  still  in  place  and  in  most  cases  are  higher  or  lower  than  the  pav- 
ing  and  makes  dangerous  driving  during  inclement  weather. 

SIDEWALKS 

The  sidewalks  in  the  city  need  considerable  repairing.  The  gravel 
sidewalks  need  grading  and  the  brick  sidewalks  need  relaying.  With 
the  streets  in  comparatively  good  condition  it  would  be  very  beneficial 
to  provide  funds  to  make  extensive  sidewalk  improvements  during  the 
coming  year. 

PROPERTY  AT  BOYNTON  PARK 

The  barn  used  in  connection  with  the  house  at  Boynton  Park,  formerly 
Pierce  Island,  needs  to  be  repaired  and  reshingled.  Many  improvements 
have  been  made  to  the  property  and  it  is  now  in  a  condition  that  oc- 
cupants can  be  obtained  who  will  preserve  the  property  rather  than  de- 
stroy it  as  has  been  done  heretofore. 

ROAD  SCRAPER 

The  present  road  scraper  is  in  very  poor  condition  due  to  age  and  use. 
This  piece  of  machinery  is  very  important  and  should  be  renewed  if 
possile. 
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STREET  SWEEPER 

The  city  would  greatly  benefit  by  purchasing  a  vacuum  street  sweep- 
er. "While  the  first  cost  would  be  rather  high,  it  would  make  it  pos- 
sile  to  clean  several  times  as  much  surface  as  the  present  method  al- 
lows. The  labor  spent  during  the  sweeping  season  would  very  nearly 
purchase  a  vacuum  sweeper. 

TREE  SPRAYING 

During  the  past  years  the  spraying  of  trees  has  been  done  by  contract. 
Like  most  contracts  the  contractor  wishes  to  make  as  much  money  as 
possible  and  very  careful  supervision  is  necessarj'  to  protect  the  trees. 
It  is  considered  that  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  city  to  purchase  a 
tree  spraying  outfit  and  perform  the  work  with  Public  Works  employees.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms  and 
Inspector  of  Wires  and  Poles 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

The  Fire  Alarm  system  is  in  good  working  condition  at 
the  present  time  and  we  have  this  year  replced  four  of  the 
older  boxes,  which  have  been  in  service  for  over  thirty 
years,  with  the  latest  type  Gamewell  Peerless  Succession 
Positive  non-interfering  type;  this  now  makes  a  total  of  12 
of  this  latter  type  having  been  changed  and  placed  in  the 
business  section  of  the  city.  I  would  recommend  that  a  few 
be  changed  each  year  until  all  the  obsolete  type  have  been 
replaced. 

The  Fire  Alarm  circuit  No.  2  has  been  removed  from  the 
old  poles  of  the  Portsmouth  Electric  Street  Railroad  Com- 
pany on  Middle  road  from  South  street  to  the  Portsmouth 
Plains  and  transferred  to  the  joint  line  of  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegarph  Company  and  Portsmouth  Pow- 
er Company,  the  old  poles  having  been  taken  down. 

Circuit  No,  1  has  been  rebuilt  from  High  street  through 
Hanover  and  McDonough  streets  to  Dover  street  and  the 
wires  removed  to  joint  poles  on  opposite  side  of  the  street 
and  the  old  poles  removed  which  were  in  a  very  dangerous 
condition. 

I  would  strongly  recommend  the  purchase  of  another 
Motor-Generator  set  for  the  charging  of  the  storage  battery 
at  the  Central  Station  as  at  the  present  time  we  are  very  de- 
pendent upon  the  one  now  in  service,  and  in  case  of  break- 
down our  system  will  not  run  over  48  hours.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen: — 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1927. 

The  department  has  answered  119  alarms,  as  follows:  19 
Bells,  102  Stills,  this  including  17  out-of-town  calls  (Rye 
7,  Greenland  3,  New  Castle  4,  Newington  1,  Kittery  1,  and 
Xorth  Hampton  1).     Boy  Scouts  calls  for  Forest  Fires  2. 

Our  largest  damage  this  year  was  the  fire  on  Lafayette 
road,  the  burning  of  a  barn  and  two  outbuildings  known  as 
the  "Main  Farm."  Xot  bein  gable  to  get  any  water,  the  fire- 
men were  helpless,  but  some  of  the  small  buildings  were 
saved  with  the  Chemical  Tank. 

The  next  fire  of  any  amount  was  on  the  Tug  Boat  Mitch- 
ell Davis,  which  started  from  a  back-fire  in  the  boiler.  This 
fire  did  considerable  damage  before  it  was  extinguished. 

This  department  is  in  excellent  shape,  the  machines  be- 
ing in  perfect  repair  and  the  paint  and  varnish  in  good 
shape. 

Under  recommendations,  I  would  suggest  that  the  fol- 
lowing items  be  given  your  earnest  consideration,  namely: 

A  few  more  boxes  at  the  West  End,  a  hydrant  on  Pen- 
hallow  street.  The  enforcement  of  the  City  Ordinance  re- 
lating to  parking  of  autos,  especially  on  Church  street, 
where  a  dangerous  practice  exists,  resulting  in  the  blocking 
of  this  street.     The  purchase  of  1000  feet  of  hose.

I  beg  to  submit,  herewith,  my  report  as  City  Solicitor  for 
the  year  1927. 

The  duties  of  the  office,  consisting  in  part  of  the  drafting 
of  all  legal  instruments;  prosecuting  all  suits  brought  by 
and  defending  all  actions  brought  against  the  City;  and  fur- 
nishing a  written  opinion  of  any  legal  question  or  subject 
submitted — having  been  performed  by  me. 

There  are  two  cases  against  the  City  pending  in  our  Su- 
perior Court  at  this  time,  namely,  Portsmouth  Gas  Com- 
pany vs  City  of  Portsmouth  and  Thomas  Bailey  Aldrich  Me- 
morial vs  City  of  Portsmouth,  both  of  which  are  petitions 
for  the  abatement  of  taxes. 

The  City  Ordinances  provide  that  the  City  Solicitor  "Shall 
commence  and  prosecute  before  the  police  court  all  suits 
and  complaints  that  may  be  brought  by  order  of  either  the 
Mayor,  the  iCty  Marshal,  the  Assistant  Marshal  or  the  Board 
of  Health  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  City  or 
law  of  the  State."  As  I  have  done  this  for  the  past  year  it 
has  been  with  the  realization  of  how  powerful  a  force  for 
good  in  a  community  its  Municipal  Court  can  be.

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REPORT    OF   THE   SECRETARY 


To  the  Board  of  Instruction: — 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  as  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Instruction  for  the  City  Fiscal  Year  ending- 
December  31,  1927.  The  School  Fiscal  Year  closes  June 
30,  when  reports  in  detail  are  submitted  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education  and  the  State  Tax  Commission.  These  two 
fiscal  periods  overlap.  Comparison  with  school  systems 
outside  the  city  must  be  based  upon  the  School  Fiscal  Year 
from  July  1st  of  one  year  to  June  30th  of  the  next.  On 
this  basis  this  following  is  of  interest:

Following  are  the  items  of  revenue  and  expenditure  for 
the  City  Fiscal  Year  1927  together  with  the  corresponding 
items  of  the  year  preceding.  A  comparison  shows  an  in- 
crease in  expenditures  over  1926  of  $12,001.23,  a  sum  near- 
ly sufficient  to  cover  the  increase  in  teachers'  salaries  foi' 
that  year,  namely  $12,930.09,  due  to  additional  teachers  and 
a  higher  salary  level.

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TEACHERS 

Seven  teachers  left  the  schools  during  the  year;  the  di- 
rector of  drawing,  five  from  the  high  school,  and  one  from 
the  elementary  schools.  Six  of  these  left  for  larger  posi- 
tions and  one  to  be  married.  One  additional  teacher  was 
assigned  to  the  high  school,  one  at  the  Heights,  and. one  at 
the  Training  School. 

In  filling  vacancies  every  effort  has  been  made  to  find 
those  best  qualified  for  the  specific  w-ork  to  be  done.  Ap- 
plications have  been  numerous  and  only  candidates  have 
been  considered  who  possessed  the  personal  qualities,  and 
the  professional  training  and  experience  required  in  Ports- 
mouth.    Merit  and  merit  only  is  the  basis  for  appointment. 

TEACHERS    RETIREMENT 

A  glance  at  the  dates  of  appointment  of  some  of  the  old- 
er members  of  our  teaching  staff  suggests  an  obligation  the 
city  has  not  yet  assumed.  I  refer  to  some  plan  for  retire- 
ment. The  Supreme  Court  having  ruled  that  under  the 
State  Constitution  no  permanent  pension  system  is  possible 
in  New  Hampshire,  the  only  remaining  alternative  seems  to 
be  a  local  plan  of  annual  appropriation  for  teachers  who  be- 
cause of  age  may  retire  from  active  service.  Already  sev- 
eral cities  of  the  state  have  adopted  such  systems  with  prof- 
it and  satisfaction.  Probably  not  more  than  two  or  three 
teachers  in  Portsmouth  would  fall  under  the  provisions  of 
such  a  plan  at  any  one  time  resulting  in  but  a  slight  financial 
burden  to  the  city.  I  recommend  that  this  matter  be  taken 
up  by  committee  or  otherwise  in  order  that  if  necessary  the 
required  permission  may  be  secured  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature. 

SCHOOL  YEAR 
The  length  of  our  school  year  has  been  raised  to  177  act- 
ual teaching  days,  still  three  days  short  of  the  180  stand- 
ard. I  trust  the  current  year  may  show  the  full  180  days 
and  place  Portsmouth  on  a  level  with  other  cities  of  the 
state. 
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SCHOOL   GROUNDS 

A  continued  attempt  was  made  last  summer,  in  co-opera- 
tionwiththe  City  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  and  Places, 
to  go  a  step  further  in  the  improvement  of  school  grounds. 
Some  progress  was  made  at  each  building  towards  a  care- 
fully considered  plan  for  more  attractive  surroundings.  But 
funds  were  limited  and  in  some  instances  one  improvement 
led  to  immediate  need  for  another  and  there  resulted  but 
little  to  show  for  the  effort.  A  plan  of  grounds  has  been 
prepared  for  each  building  and  I  recommend  that  such  plans 
or  others  be  accepted  by  the  Board  and  a  sufficient  appro- 
priation made  this  year  to  make  possible  some  real  pro- 
gress. I  further  recommend  that  the  control  and  improve- 
ment of  all  school  grounds  be  vested  in  the  School  Depart- 
ment. 

PHYSICAL    EDUCATION 

Not  until  the  schools  have  the  benefit  of  an  adequate  gym- 
nasium can  the  possibilties  of  physical  education  be  ob- 
tained in  Portsmouth.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Major  A. 
L.  Smith  the  State  Armory  is  again  available  two  periods  a 
week  for  girls,  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  management  generously 
offers  the  use  of  their  gymnasium  for  boys;  but  these  op- 
portunities reach  only  the  few.  The  majority  must  confine 
their  activities  to  the  simple  exercises  that  can  be  conducted 
in  class  room  aisles.  This  practice  is  of  value  yet  fails  to 
reach  the  full  benefits  of  a  physical  education  program. 

In  the  high  school  there  should  be  many  teams  in  the 
several  competitive  games,  and  the  girls  have  equal  chance 
with  the  boys.  Intra-mural  games  should  be  first  and  inter- 
school  contests  of  secondary  importance.  There  should  be 
some  regular  physical  activity  for  every  member  of  the 
school.  The  development  of  group  leaders  among  the  stu- 
dents is  excellent,  and  with  the  part-time  assistance  of  sev- 
eral instructors  the  whole  program  could  be  worked  out 
to  advantage.  All  this  must  wait,  however,  until  more  room 
is  available  including  a  full  time  gymnasium,  and  a  larger 
teaching  staff. 
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NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL  ANNEX 
The  completion  of  the  new  annex  and  the  employment  of 
an  additional  instructor  in  the  shops  will  enable  a  very  de- 
sirable revision  of  the  daily  time  table  of  the  school.  The 
basement  will  be  used  for  the  machine  shop,  and  the  ma- 
chines motorized,  thus  eliminating  the  extreme  noise  and 
vibration  upstairs  through  the  belts  and  shafting  bolted  to 
the  ceiling.  The  two  rooms  on  the  main  floor  will  be  fitted 
for  Domestic  Arts,  at  the  same  time  being  available  for 
classes  in  other  subjects  as  may  be  needed.  The  entire  an- 
nex has  been  planned  for  the  future.  While  relieving  some- 
what the  shop  congestion  at  present  it  will  serve  equally 
well  for  senior  high  school  purposes  should  Grade  IX  be  re- 
moved from  the  building  on  the  completion  of  a  new  junior 
high  school,  and  the  inauguration  of  the  3-3  plan.

IN    FORTY   YEARS 

Popular  education  in  this  country  is  an  experiment.  Never 
before  has  a  people  undertaken  to  give  to  all  children  such 
opportunity  for  acquiring  knowledge  or  effecting  individual 
development.  Since  1890  the  population  of  the  United 
States  has  increased  79%.  In  the  same  period  elementary 
school  attendance  has  increased  156%;  while  high  school 
attendance  has  increased  over  2400%.  Adults  of  today, 
themselves  pupils  in  the  90's,  out  of  their  own  faith  in  edu- 
cation, are  responsible  for  this  unprecedented  condition. 
The  call  for  trained  minds,  the  spirit  of  inquiry,  the  desire 
for  truth,  has  made  the  public  school  the  outstanding  Am- 
erican institution  and  the  wonder  and  envy  of  the  foreign 
world.  As  a  social  institution  it  is  constantly  in  a  state  of 
change,  beset  by  criticism  and  pressure,  yet  adjusting  itself 
remarkably  to  new  conditions  and  demands.  It  is  not  per- 
fect and  by  its  very  nature  never  will  be  perfect,  yet  I  ven- 
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ture  to  say  that  no  human  organization  displays  a  larger  re- 
turn for  the  time  and  money  expended.  So  great  has  im- 
provement been  in  these  forty  years  that  an  ordinary  junior 
high  schol  today  is  reaching  well  the  level  of  high  school 
grade  of  forty  years  ago,  and  the  modern  high  school  is 
meeting  standards  set  by  the  best  colleges  of  that  time. 
WHAT   IS   AHEAD 

Revision  of  programs  of  study.  The  work  of  the  senior 
year  in  particular  must  be  so  arranged  that  there  will  be 
less  strangeness  encountered  during  the  period  of  adjust- 
ment after  graduation.  This  work  must  be  conducted  more 
on  the  project  plan  under  situations  as  near  like  those  in  life 
as  it  is  possible  to  make  them. 

Again  the  schools  must  continue  forcefully  to  stress  the 
individual's  responsibility  to  society,  in  school  and  out.  The 
good  citizen  of  tomorrow  must  act  the  part  today.  He  must 
be  led  to  see  and  having  seen  be  required  as  a  social  obli- 
gation to  act  accordingly. 

Then  there  is  the  necessity  of  ample  home  study  by  high 
school  students  to  assure  adequate  preparation  for  the  years 
ahead.  More  and  more  exacting  are  the  demands  placed 
upon  the  high  school  graduate,  requiring  a  corresponding 
seriousness  of  application  to  the  work  prescribed  in  school. 
Both  the  student  and  parent  must  realize  their  responsibili- 
ty. 

In  the  matter  of  equipment  the  motion  picture  and  the 
radio  are  rapidly  becoming  important  factors  in  the  educa- 
tional program.  Reels  of  great  value  are  now  available  for 
the  teaching  of  history,  geography  and  science;  and  plans 
are  under  way  for  radio  broadcasting  of  the  finest  of  musi- 
cal programs  for  purposes  of  instruction  and  music  ap- 
preciation. Schools  of  tomorrow  will  be  equipped  to  utilize 
these  advantages. 

With   the   changing  times   education   moves   ahead,   be- 
coming increasingly  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  Ameri- 
can democracy  and  the   perpetuation   of  its   ideals.     The 
city's  greatest  industry  is  the  conduct  of  its  public  schools.

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Headmaster 
of  the  Portsmouth  High  School. 

The  total  registration  for  the  school  year  ending  June  16, 
1927,  was  747. 

The  total  registration  this  year  is  737,  and  the  actual 
membership  today  is  704.

My  impression  of  the  work  of  the  High  School,  gained  in 
the  short  time  I  have  been  here,  is  very  favorable.  Pupils 
and  teachers,  though  crowded,  are  very  considerate  and 
cheerful.  It  would  seem  that  the  cramped  conditions  un- 
der which  some  of  the  work  is  done  have  tended  to  create 
a  spirit  of  thoughtful  consideration-  and  friendly  forbear- 
ance that  is  gratifying. 
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The  new  addition  to  the  building,  which  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, will  give  us  an  excellent  machine  shop  for  the  Me- 
chanic Arts  Department,  in  the  basement.  All  of  the  ma- 
chinery will  be  removed  from  the  main  building,  eliminat- 
ing the  noise  and  vibration  which  has  long  been  disturbing 
to  the  work  of  the  class  rooms.  The  added  room  thus 
made  available  will  relieve  the  congested  condition  of  the 
machine  shop. 

On  the  first  floor  of  the  addition,  rooms,  with  physical  ap- 
pointments well  adapted  for  their  own  use,  have  been  pro- 
vided for  the  Domestic  Arts  Department.  Domestic  Arts 
classes  which  have  been  meeting  in  the  corridor  with  prac- 
tically no  equipment,  will  now  have  attractive  class  rooms 
with  modern  facilities.  This  will  doubtless  result  in  an  en- 
larged enrollment  in  that  department  next  year. 

Traffic  through  the  building  is  guided  by  student  officers. 
That  is  very  satisfactory  and  results  in  orderliness  and  helps 
to  expedite  passing  to  and  from  classes. 

The  school  lunch  is  popular  with  the  students.  The  new 
counters  recently  installed  make  possible  more  orderly  and 
efficient  service.  The  lunch  room,  which  was  formerly  an 
unattractice  part  of  the  basement,  is  now  an  inviting  place 
for  the  students  to  spend  their  recess  periods.  A  storm  en- 
trance placed  at  the  east  basement  door,  would  help  to  keep 
out  the  cold  which  now  frequently  makes  the  lunch  room 
not  only  uncomfortable,  but  endangers  the  health  of  the 
pupils. 

Physical  Drill  classes  which  were  formally  conducted  in 
the  Y.  M.  G.  A.  gymnasium,  have,  for  good  reasons,  been 
discontinued.  Physical  drill  for  an  eight-minute  period  is 
held  for  all  pupils  just  before  recess.  While  the  exercises 
that  can  be  used  in  our  crowded  class  rooms  are  limited, 
we  believe  the  drill  worth  while,  but  a  poor  substitute  for 
real  gymnasium  work. 

Portsmouth  High  School  has  joined  the  Interscholastic 
Debating  League,  conducted  by  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  this  year.  While  our  teams  will  be  made  up 
of  inexperienced  debaters,  they  will  get  valuable  training  in 
this  activity. 
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A  word  of  commendation  is  due  the  Whipple  and  Paroch- 
ial schools  for  the  high  standard  of  work  that  they  are  do- 
ing in  the  grades.  Few  high  schools  have  entering  pupils 
better  prepared  for  their  work  than  is  the  case  in  Ports- 
mouth.
